The Maritime Service's great
West Coast base for apptentice
seamen, under Commander E. F.

M. 8., Is located on
Catalina Island,’ just 22 miles
off the shores of Southern Cali-
fornia. Literally, this island has
gone to war,

Bill fo Reduce
Auto Finance
Interest Passed

bill regulating conditional sales
contracts of automobiles, de-

The bill providés that no deal-
er may charge jnterest of more
than 1 per cent of the total
owihg, or $25, whichever is
greater. It would not apply to
banks or finance concerns.
